It is a very striking spectacle when 
the g ame is at a critical point, and all 
ey es are strained to watch the issue of 
a capital stroko. 
We have seen farm­ 
ers on a load of hay , on a day threaten­ 
ing showers, come to a halt and ling er 
for a whole hour, unable to g et awmy 
from the fascination of the contest. 
New Eng land 
people, wdio are not 
g ifted in 
cheering , really 
abandon 
themselves to applause w’hen a favorite 
play er “saves the g ame” by a g reat hit 
or a splendid catch. 
They cheer liko 
New Yorkers—almost. 
P eople who think the human race is 
deteriorating in America do not find 
confirmation of their theory on the 
ball g round. 
Both tho streng th and 
the beauty of the human form are ex ­ 
hibited there in as near an approach to 
perfection as in the arenas of Greece, 
when Phidias and Prax iteles sculp­ 
tured it. 
This g ame calls into the most active 
ex ercise every muscle and bone of the 
body . 
I t also shows oil’tho sy mmetry 
of a fino form to advantag e, and w o aro 
sure that our ball play ers could fur­ 
nish to sculpture shapes as perfect as 
those of the accepted Apollo.

Tho unuiminished ex cellence of tho 
manly form we have also ail opportu­ 
nity of noting on tho bathing beach at 
Newport every afternoon at ono o’clock 
when the ascent of a liag announces 
that bathing in the natural way is p e r­ 
mitted. In an instant tho beach is cov­ 
ered w ith A polios, many of 
which 
Phidias would have been g lad to trans­ 
late into snowy marble or imperisha­ 
ble bronze.

Base-ball is now to Americans what 
cricket has long been to Eng lishmen.

T h at the business is a ^>ad ono for 
tho y oung men themselves, every one 
can see. 
'That it has a bad tendency 
among those who g o to professional 
j matches, is evident to thoug htful ob- 
soi vers. 
The numerous betting places 
and “ pool-rooms” in tho larg o cities 
whero thr n s of men and boy s assem­ 
ble to g amble over the result of ball 
j g ames, are evidence of tho effect which 
! professional base-ball has upon a class 
of the community . 
There is no hotter, or more ex citing 
sport than base-ball; but lot it bo an 
athletic sport in the innocent sense, 
and not a contest 1 etwecn hired men, 
w ho may be honest or not.

There are v ery few women, compara­ 
tiv ely speaking , who g iv e mu ch atten­ 
tion to their hair, bey ond ft simple 
combing and bru shing of it onco or 
twice a day .

Nev er wet the hair 
before beg inning to bru sh it. 
It may 
help tako ou t some of the tang les, bu t 
it will prev ent y ou from g iv ing it that 
thorou g h bru shing which is so essential 
to the health of the hair, and besides, 
so mu ch wetting is su re to mako it dry 
and harsh. 
By wetting , I do no mean 
to discou rag e tho washing of tho scalp, 
which streng thens tho roots, bu t tlio 
indiscriminate plastering of the hair 
whenev er it is being dressed. 
It is 
rather a hard matter 
nowaday s to 
hav e a beau tifu l head of hair, as fashion 
demands su ch a twisting and squ eezing 
of ou r locks as is apt to break a id de­ 
stroy it. 
It is v ery wrong to sleep 
with tho hair done u p in a v ery tig ht 
manner. 
At nig ht after tho bru shing 
braid the hair loosely and allow it to 
hang ov er tho shou lders, g iv ing it a 
rest, so to spoak. 
Any sty le of hair 
dressing which admits of free v entila­ 
tion is best, and bo su re to g iv o the 
hair rent at nig ht and in tho morning . 
I nev er cou ld u nderstand why people 
shou ld want to dy e their hair. 
The 
craze of a few y ears ag o for blondo hair 
cau sed many ladies to bleach their 
rav en locks. 
Now it is well known that 
tho color of tho hair is alway s su itabo 
to tho complex ion, tho ey ebrows, etc., 
and if y ou chang e tho ono y ou wou ld 
hav e to chang e all. 
Bu t we aro v ery 
happy to say that tho craze mentioned 
has g one ou t of fashion, and in its place 
a healthier sentiment has come, of 
leav ing tho hair in its natu ral color. It 
is qu ite 
common 
nowaday s so seo 
y ou ng men u nd womon with g ray hair 
or bald. 
What is tlio cau se of it? Ono 
au thority slates that the prematu re 
baldness and g ray ness of tho Ameri­ 
cans ai a poopio is in a g reat measu re 
owing to tho non-obsorv anco of hy ­ 
g ienic ru les, and to ex cess of mental and 
orJ phy sical labor in a climate foreig n to 
° the race. 
The g eneral health of a per­ 
son and tho condition of the skin has 
g reat effect u pon tlio nu trition of tho 
hair, and when there is a failu ro of this 
nu trition at the base of tlio follicle tho 
hair will fail ou t.

mechanism of an u nriv aled time-keeper. 
Ev ery part of the watch is made by 
machinery , each machine doing its pe­ 
cu liar work to a gu age or pattern, with 
an ex actness no » skid or handicraft can 
eq u al. 
W ith 
the ex ception of the 
jewels and the piv ots that ru n in them, 
ev ery watch is in ev ery } art ex actly 
like ev ery other watch, of the 
same 
sty le. 
The jewels are first drilled with 
a diamond, and then opened ou t with 
diamond du st, 
011 a soft hair-like iron 
wire, their perforations hav ing certain 
microscopic differences. 
In like m an­ 
ner the piv ots of steel th at are to ru n 
in these jewels, withou t wearing ou t in 
tho least, m u st bo ex q u isitely polished. 
By this operation their size is slightly 
redu ced. The jewels and piv ots, after be­ 
ing thu s finished, aro classified 
by 
m eans of a gau ge, so delicately gradu - 
ated as to detect a difference of tho 
4 0,000th part of an inch. 
The jewels 
aro classified by means of tho piv ots, ; 
the jewels and tho piv ots of tho same 
nu m ber fitting each other ex actly . The 
sizes of the sev eral piv ots and jewels in , 
each watch are carefu lly recorded u n­ 
der its nu mber, so th a t if any one or 
either shou ld fail in any part of the 
word, by sending tho nu m ber ot tho 
watch to the factory the pa rt desired 
may be readily and cheaply replaced 
with u nerring certainty . All the other 
parts are made precisely the same size, 
ev ery dial plate and case fitting one 
watch as well as another.

ment, which in foreign watches hav e 
each its own indiv idu ality , aro u niform 
in tho American watch.

So me o f the pictures were 
absurd, but o thers gave the reader a 
better idea than he co uld o therwise 
have o btained o f the sudden leap o f the 
water into the air. 
This, perhaps, 
wo uld justify illustrated articles in a 
daily newspaper as an extrao rdinary 
event, fo r the blasting o f l lo o d Bo ck 
was an event o f great interest, and in 
so me respects unprecedented. * 
“But the illustratio n o f daily news­ 
papers is 110 lo nger co nfined to extra­ 
o rdinary o ccasio ns. H ere in New Yo rk 
it has beco me almo st universal. 
There 
are, in fact, no w but two o r three daily 
newspapers that do no t regularly print 
pictures. 
“Is this a go o d thing? 
It certainly 
is no t due to a gro wing artistic sense in 
o ur peo ple, fo r the pictures are usually 
so bad that any artist wo uld deno unce 
them as co rrupters o f tire public taste. 
Furtherm o re, the subjects illustrated 
are generally lo cal in character, and 
the space and pro minence given them 
lend fo rce to the criticism so frequent­ 
ly made in the W est and So uth that o ur 
New Yo ik papers, instead o f being 
m etro po litan, are really tho mo st pro ­ 
vincial papers issued in any large city. 
The pictures do no t serve the purpo se 
o f familiarizing the public with the ap­ 
pearance o f the men mo st talked abo ut, 
fo r the po rtraits printed are so atro ­ 
cio usly bad that a man's nearest and 
dearest friends wo uld no t reco gnize the 
pretended picture o f him. 
“But, aside fro m these co nsideratio ns, 
there is a deeper and stro nger o bjec­ 
tio n to the gro wth o f tho custo m o f 
0 
I 
printing pi tures in daily papers. 
All 
who have carefully watched the devel­ 
o pment o f jo urnalism o f late have 
no ticed a gro wing tendency to make 
the newspaper a so urce o f amusement 
rather than a means o f info rmatio n and 
instructio n. 
Every departm ent o f the 
mo dern newspaper illustrates this ten­ 
dency. 
W riters who can say bright, 
audacio us things just grazing the edge 
o f im pro priety are welco med and paid 
m never befo re. 
The tendency is 
equally marked o n the edito rial page 
o f many papers. 
Co mment is flippant, 
and skims the surface o f affairs. 
So lid 
reading is tho ught to bo dull even to 
dreariness. 
“The theo ry seems to be that human 
affairs are a great circus, fo r which,the 
newspaper is tho explanato ry play bill, 
and tiiat human existence is a jo ke, the 
po int o f which it is the edito r’s functio n 
to sho w his readers, 
i he illustratio n 
o f newspapers is simply ano ther step 
to ward adapting them to this co nceptio n 
o f their uses. 
“Tho Star do es no t accept this view 
o f human affairs, no r do es it, us a pub­ 
lic jo urnal, pro po se to play such a part. 
It believes there are millio ns o f intelli­ 
gent peo ple in this co untry who depre­ 
cate the tendency o f newspapers to 
abando n their o ld and ho no rable place 
as public instructo rs, and do n tho cap 
and bells o f the merry-andrew. 
The 
Star prints the news which intelligent 
peo ple want to read. 
It discusses 
events aud men with cando r and mo d­ 
eratio n, fro m the standpo int o f lixed 
co nvictio ns. It ministers to the literary 
enjo yment o f tho peo ple, and to a 
who leso me sense o f humo r in its read­ 
ers. 
It has to do this within limits 
adapted to the po st-diluvian m ans span 
o f life, and it has no ro o m fo r pictures 
and no inclinatio n to beco me au illus­ 
trated daily paper.”
